STRANGE STORY OF THE 
LOST SISTER OF WYOMING 


On May 20th of next year the monu- 
ment to Frances Slocum, the “Lost Sister 
of Wyoming,” who now sleeps in the 
quiet, desolate Indian cemetery twelve 
miles from Wabash, Ind., will be dedi- 
cated, at which time addresses will be 
made by relatives of the woman whose 
life story is filled with pathos. These 
relatives live in Defiance, QO., and in 
Wilkesbarre and surrounding cities -n 
Pennsylvanta. : 

The strange story dates from the Wy- 
oming massacre, July 3, 1778, when the 
Indians, urged on’ by the British and 
tories, swept down into the peaceful val- 
ley and slaughtered the settlers, sparing 
neither age nor sex. and passing by not 
even their sworn friends, the Quakers. 

The Slocums were not molested in fhis 
attack, but on November 2,: 1778, three 
Delaware Indians stealthily entered the 
valley and approached the résidence of 
the Slocums. Mrs. Slocum, with several 
of her children, and two boys named 
Kingsley were at the cottage near the 
edge of the woods. The Kingsley boys 
were grinding a knife, and the redskins 
shot the eldest dead. The report of the 
gun brought Mrs. Slocum to the door, 
where she was horrified to see a Dela- 
ware scalping the boy he had shot with 
the knife that the latter had been sharp- 
cning.

She got away from the house with sev- 
eral of her children. Frances in her 
fright had secreted herself under the 
stairway with her little feet just protrud- 
ing and when the Indians had finished 
looting the house they pulled her out 
and started away. 
Slocum saw them move away, and her 
maternal instincts prevailing she followed 
and begged for the life of her little one. 
That was the last Mrs. Slocum ever saw 
of Frances. 

A few weeks later Mr. Slocum and his 
father-in-law, Mr. Tripp, both friendly 
toward the Indians, were murdered in 
cold blood by the braves. Years went by 
and two of Mrs. Slocum’s sons, now 
young men, conceived the idea of making 
a search for the lost Frances. They 
went to Niagara, which place the Indians 
visited to trade with the whites, and 
offered a reward for the return of their 
sister. 

In 1789 the government caused the In- 
dians to gather at Tioga, N. Y., with 
white children captured on their raids, 
for the purpose of having them identilied. 
Mrs. Slocum, feeble in health, went there, 
but Frances was not among the children 
breught in. 

The brothers made numerous trins 
through the west in the hunt for their 
sister, now about twenty, going as far as 
Detroit. The intelligence of the search 
spread through the tribes, and it was 
ciear t@it the Indians were determined 
that the stolen child should never re- 
turn.

OPPOSES WILLINGHAM BILL. 


Mr, Julius L. Brown Gives Interest- 
ing Opinions Bearing Upon 
the Measure. 

Mr. Julius L. Brown, of Atlanta, has 
submitted the ‘following public address to 
the general assembly in opposition to the 

Willingham bill: 

“Atlanta, Ga., November 16, 1899.—To 
the Members of the Georgia Legislature: 
As a native born citizen of Georgia, feel- 
ing a deep interest in everything that 
concerns my state, and especially those 
matters which interfere with personal Hb- 
erty, and believing with Thomas Jef- 
ferson that ‘that people is best governed 
which is least governed,’ and believing 
that men cannot be made good by law, 
and believing, further, that when the leg- 
islature seeks t-pass a law which a large 
the people believe to be 
wrong, and that such a law cannot be 
enforced, and that any one having Anglo- 
Saxon blood in his veins will seek to do 
that which is forbidden by law, when he 
believes the law to be wrong, I wish to 
call your attention to some ancient his- 
tory, showing that prohibition has never 
prohibited from the eariiest times. 

“In the case of Perdue, clerk, etc., vs. 
Ellis, 18 Ga., page 600, Chief Justice Lump- 
kin, one of the ablest and purest judges 
and men who ever sat on any bench, de- 
livered the opinion, and when speaking of 
the liquor traffic and the policy of the 
state of Georgia concerning 4t, he used 
this language, which I commend to you: 

‘She (the state) is wise enough to see 
that the usages of centuries are not to he 
uprooted in a day. Her counsellors have 
profited by the lesson of wisdom drawn 
from experience of the past. They have 
learned that the imposition of high duties 
does not destroy the appetite for spirits, 
and that no vigilance on the part of offi- 
cers, or severity of the laws, can eradi- 
cate a custom so long indulged and uni- 
versally practiced; and that the real effect 
of all ultra measures have been to cone, 
tinue the supply through illicit channels, 
and thus to superadd the meanness of 
concealment to the vice of drunkenness. 
They have studied the history and fre- 
sults of a premature effort made by the 
British government as early as 1736, to 
put a total stop to the further use of 
liquors, except for medicinal, 
manufacturing and mechanical purposes. 

‘**During the latter part of the reign of 
George I and the earliest part of that of 
George II gin drinking had become ex- 
ceedingly prevalent. All the evils result- 
ing from the multiplication of grogshops 
were denounced from the pulpit and in 
the presentments of grand juries as preg- 
rant with the most destructive conse- 
quences to the health and morals of the 
community. At length ministers deter- 
mined to repress the mischief effectually. 
They passed an act, the preamble of 
which recites that ‘‘whereas, the drinking 
of spirituous liquors or strong water is 
become very. conimon; and especially

CHAPTER IIL. 
Temporary Constitutional 

Parishes Changed Into Counties. Great

The republican constitution, to which we 
|have already alluded, was purely tem- 
porary in its character, and was intend- 
ed merely as the forerunner to a more 
Satisfactory instrument. With a view to 
realizing the ideas of its framers by the 
formulation of another and more com- 
plete constitution, whicg: would be thor- 
oughly adapted to the needs of the em- 
battled commonwealth, a convention for 
that important purpose was accordingly 
convoked. The opening session of that 
distinguished body was held on the Ist 
of October, 1776, and for four months and

the parish system, which had so long

| substituted in its stead. The parish of 
Saint Paul was characterized as Rich- 
' mond county and that of Saint George 
| was erected into the county of Burke. 
' The parish of Saint Matthew and the 
| upper part of Saint Philip, above Cannou- 


' chee river, were designated as the county 
'of Effingham, while Christ church par- 
|ish and the lower part of Saint Philip, 
| below the Cannouchee river, became Chat- 
ham county. By the union of the parishes 
of Saint John, Saint Andrew and Saint 
James was the county of Liberty formed. 
The parishes of Saint David and Saint 
Patrick composed the county of Glynn; 
‘those of Saint Thomas and Saint Mary 
were denominated the county of Cam- 
den, while the ceded lands north of the 
Ogeechee river constituted an _ eighth 
county, which was called Wilkes. Most 
of those counties lovingly embalm the 
names of the English friends of American 
freedom, and the early and conspicuous 
devotion 
parish to the cause of true patriotism 
furnishes the reason why Liberty county 
was thus proudly described. Provision is 
also made in that remarkable instrument 
for a great seal of state for the infant 
commonwealth. The device as adopted 
for that seal was as follows: “On .one 
side a scroll whereon shall be engraved 
‘The Constiution of the State of Georgia’ 
and the motto ‘Pro Bono Publico;’. on 
the other side an elegant house and other 
buildings, fields of corn and meadows 
covered with sheep and cattle; a river 
running through the same, with a ship 
under full sail, and the motto, ‘Deus No- 
bis Haec Otia Fecit.’’’ In the month of 
February, 1777, an alarm was sounded 
that. the southern Yontier was again 
threatened, and the greatest perturbation 
prevailed in the province. It was at this 
time that President Bulloch received a 
further mark of public confidence in 
being requested ‘‘to take upon himself the 
whole executive powers of government.” 
Not long, however, did he survive the 
bestowal of, those dictatorial honors and, 
within a few days, this golden-hearted 
patriot, amid e tears of his admiring 
people, was added to the silent majority. 
On the 4th of March, Button Gwinnett, 
Esq., was chosen as the successor to that 
lamented dignitary in the unexpired office 
of president. Uneventful was his admin- 
| istration, and when in the following May 
he was an aspirant for the same position, 
'he suffered a mortifying defeat at the 
‘hands of his sturdy competitor, John 
| Adam Trentien. But grievous as was the 
former’s disappointment, ft was destined 
to be of short duration, as a”’week later 
he fell in a duel with his mortal enemy, 
Jeneral Lachlan MacIntosh. Thus died 
‘the brilliant and high-spirited Gwinnett, 
only a few months after affixing his bold 
signature to the ever glorious declara- 
tion. Alluding to Mr. Trentlen’s election, 
it is interesting to note that he was the 
first republicdn governor of Georgia un- 
| der the terms of the new constitution. 
| Superseded in the following year by Hon. 
| John Houston, during the latter's official 
| term, an invasion of Florida was attempt- 
'ed. While failing to reach the objective 
'at which it aimed, the movement was not 
entirely without result. As a fruit of the 
expedition, we refer to the gallant cap- 
ture of three British vessels off St. Si- 
mon’s island and to the complete expul- 
sion of the enemy from Georgia soil. 
Dirirg the late fall of 1778 it was re- 
solved to transfer the theater of active 
operaticns from the northern to the 
southern department.

Africa assumes any larger proportions and 
continues for any grat length of time, there 
is no estimating the price to which the precious 
stones will fly. If the war lasts two years dia- 
monds will go up beyond the reach of all except 
the very richest. 

**‘The price of diamonds will increase 1,000 per 
cent, if necessary, to make the mines pay a 
certain dividend,’’ said Ludwig Nissen, a large 
wholesale diamond dealer and importer of 
New York, when asked about the effects of the 
Transvaal war as maazifested here. ‘‘The en- 
tire output of diamonds is controlled by one 
close syndicate,’* continued Mr. Nissen. ‘‘The 
only place in the world where diamonds are 
mined is Kimberly, now tesieged by the Boers. 
Some few little stones may be picked up in the 
drifts or fouad occasionally in other parts of 
the world, but Kimberly is the only place in 
the world where diamonds are produced. The 
syndicate that owns the mines there sends the 
whole output to London tn a rough form, ahd 
another close syndicate markets the diamonds. 
The syndicate owners demand that the mines 
pay a certain dividend on investment. If the 
output does not permit of this dividend being 
paid at ordinary prices of the stones, 
prices are raised to enable the owners to real- 
ize the demanded dividend.’’

TRADING WAS VERY ACTIVE 


| Stocks Were initiate and Active, 
* §trergth Being Well Distrib- 
uted—Money Easier.

New York, November 16.—The market for se- 
curities showed an instantaneous response this 
morning to the promise of reef to the money 
market contained in Secretary Gage’s circular 
offering to redeem 325,000,000 of government 
bonds at the market price of Wednesday. The 
first hour of the trading witnessed a very 
broad, animated and buoyant market, the ac- 
tivity and strength being very ‘generally dis- 
tributed throughout the list. The rapidity of 
the advance invited considerable profit taking, 
and there were quick recessions from the open- 
ing level. But the demand for stocks continued 
|unappeased, ‘and until the higher level was 
reached again, the buying continued. At 
high level there was a diminution in the 
mand, but the undertone of the market contin- 
| ued remarkably firm, and offerings to realize 
were quickly absorbed. The whole market 
| hinged on the day's developments concerning 
the treasury department‘s offer, though the 
gmening strength was added to by sympathy by 
london, where the markets were affected by 
the rumor of the death of the Boer general, 
Joubert. The very considerable amount of 
bonds brought to the subtreasury during the 
day sustained the strength of the market. The 
total amount offered was $2,894,000, but Wall 
street was full of rumors of very heavy blocks 
of bonds accumulated by the banking interests 
for the exoress purpose of availing themselves 
of the first offer to buy by the treasury depart- 
} ment The aggregate amount covered by the 
rumors was considerably in excess of the total 
amount of bonds to be taken up by the trease 
| ury. No confirmation of these rumors could 
' be had, however. A buoyant tone was imparted 
'to other government issues at the call on the 
stock exchange, apparently on the theory that 
the offer of the secretary of the treasury might 
later be extended to include additional bonds. 
The money market was somewhat easier in 
| tne, but did not vield beluw per cent 
‘response in the foreign exchange market, how- 
;} ever, was marked. Posted rates for sterling 
were marked up a full cent ‘n the pound and 
actual rates rose ‘ec all around in spite of the 
ecKer money market at London and at conti- 
rental centers. The strong tone of govern- 
ment bonds would naturally serve to discour- 
age the acceptance by holders of the offer of 
the treasury department So far as the avail- 
able supply is concerned, it was known up to 
a recent time that the New York banks would 
have difficulty in obtaining additional govern- 
ment bonds as security for government depos- 
its, in the event of an offer by the treasury de- 
partment to inerease its deposits. There has 
been some accumulation of bonds by “he banks 
in the last few weeks, but no reliable estimate 
can be obtained of how far their previous hold- 
ings have been increased. The previous hold- 
ings were mostly in use ae security for circula- 
tion and for government depostis, so that their 
Sale to the government woull not serve ty In- 
crease the money supply in the market. It is 
not believed tnat private holdings of bonds 
and holdings ty fidiciary ‘nstitutions as in- 
vestments will be drawn upon to any extent in 
resporse to the offer of redemption.

“The information in these bulletins is 
of a character to be of great value to 
the state. Capitalists are now ready 
to invest in the south, and they” want 
just the sort of infermation that is set 
forth in the department bulletins. I think 
the two now ready for publication are of 
especial value. We hear a good deal 
about the necessity of publishing to the 
world the advantages of Georgia, and 
I feel sure that when they reflect upon 
the matter the members of the legislia- 
ture will see the wisdom of getting out 
these publications and of paying for 
those already published. Certainly this 
information should be given to the world 
in justice to the state.” 

At the meeting of the committee, Pro- 
fessor Yeates read a number of letters 
from leading geologists commeting most 
favorably upon .his conduct of the de- 
partment and egpecially upon the value 
of these publications. An effort will be 
made to have the bill recommitted and 
leading members of the committee hope 
to get a favorable report.
